On March 12, 2008, ETS Telephone Company, Inc. (ETS), formerly known as Kingsgate 
Telephone, Inc., filed a request regarding potential retroactive application of the Commission’s 2004 
Skyline Order to ETS’ Texas study area.1 ETS’ Texas study area was created in 1996 when Kingsgate 
began serving a previously unserved area.2 ETS requests confirmation that the Commission’s 2004 
Skyline Order cannot have retroactive effect on its study area.3

Interested parties may file comments on or before June 16, 2008 and reply comments on or 
before July 1, 2008.  Comments may be filed using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing 
System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.4
